INTRODUCTION

There is rapidlfr developing in the United States a plan of local
th organization commonly known as the county health depart-
t. Under thjs plan the rural portions of the county, as well as
the contained cities and towns, are served by a single health depart-
ment. These de’partments have developed, in most instances, under
the leadership and guidance of the State health department.

Financial aid from the State and .other sources outside the county
has played an important part in the development and stabilization of
this movement; yet there does not seem to have been developed an

equitable plan of apportionment which could be apphed successfully
under varying conditions.
